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A. L. A. 


ae Carnegie Corporation of New York 
has voted an additional grant of $30,- 
000 to the A.L.A. for general purposes. The 
money will be used for two definite projects: 
the preparation of a completely revised 
A.L.A. catalog to be published in 1926; and 
the preparation of a graded list of books for 
children on the basis of the children’s own 
opinions of books read. 

The A.L.A. catalog is being compiled by 
Isabella M. Cooper under the supervision of 
the A.L.A. Editorial Committee and of the 
Publications Sub-Committee of the Fiftieth 
Anniversary Committee. 

The preparation of the graded list is in 
the hands of Dr. Carleton W. Washburne, 
superintendent of the Winnetka Public 
Schools, and of an experienced research 
worker. The details of the plan are being 
worked out by Dr. Washburne and his asso- 
ciates in co-operation with children’s libra- 
rians and educational investigators, and will 
be published in a later number of the 
Bulletin. 


NEWS 


The next annual conference of the Ameri- 
can Library Association will be held in 
Seattle, Washington, July 6-11, 1925. 

J. T. Jennings and W. E. Henry will have 
charge of local arrangements. Headquarters 
will be at the Olympic Hotel. 


Three hundred persons from 17 countries 
applied for admission to the Paris Library 
School—a number many times exceeding the 
capacity of the School. 


One hundred dollars was contributed Au- 
gust 19, 1924, to A. L. A. Building Fund by 
the Massachusetts Library Club. Of this 
sum $10.80 was collected by nickel contribu- 
tions at a session at the Swampscott meeting 
a few months ago. The Executive Committee 
later appropriated enough to make up $100. 


At a meeting of the Home Committee for 
the American Library in Paris, held on No- 
vember 28 in New York, Dr. Earl B. Bab- 
cock, Dr. Frederick Keppel, and Mr. William 
Emerson, appointed as a sub-committee to visit 
the Paris Library School, presented the report 
oi their visit made last summer. 
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The A.L.A. Headquarters will tabulate the 
results of the membership campaign by states 
and provinces and the results of the drive will 


. be published in the Bulletin. 


Adult Education and the Library, a series 
of bulletins published by the Commission on 
the Library and Adult Education, made its 
initial appearance November 24. It discusses 
the question, “What is adult education?”, and 
gives a list of suggested readings. The sec- 
end number, to appear in December, will con- 
tain a preliminary outline of study prepared 
by the executive assistant, and will include 
notes on a selected list of adult education 
agencies, and a bibliography. The bulletin is 
distributed free to all A.L.A. members and 
to a limited number of other interested per- 
sons. Extra copies of the first issue will be 
supplied in lots of 25 or more at 5c each if 
ordered before December 15. 


Helen Burling, Grinnell College, formerly 
with the Woman Citizen, is assistant on read- 
ing course and adult education work, at 
A.L.A. Headquarters. 


The Executive Board, at its meeting on 
September 30, voted that the A.L.A. co- 
operate with the Poets’ Guild in designating 
June 1 of each year as Poets’ Day, and that 
they assist through existing channels in pro- 
moting the observance of Poets’ Day. 

The Poets’ Guild, believing that there is 
a popular demand for poetry in an inexpensive 
form, has begun the publication of the Un- 
bound Anthology, which is a comprehensive 
collection of verse from English and Ameri- 
can literature, published in loose-leaf style. 
The Poets’ Guild suggests for the observance 
of Poets’ Day that every library in the coun- 
try secure from its own community the funds 
for the publication in the Unbound Anthology 
of a poem chosen by the community.

Sarah C. N. Bogle, who has been in Paris 
since the opening of the Paris Library School 
early in October, will sail for the United 
States on December 6, on SS La France, and 
will probably be back at A.L.A. Headquarters 
on or before December 20. 


In response to a request from the Chinese 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Education the A.L.A. Executive Board has 
invited Arthur E. Bostwick to visit China as 
a representative of the A.L.A. The invita- 
tion was presented by Mary Elizabeth Wood 
of Boone University, Wuchang, China, in an 
address at the Saratoga Springs conference. 
Chinese educators are hoping to secure a por- 
tion of the Boxer Indemnity Fund for the 
development of a modern public library sys- 
tem in China. The A.L.A. delegate will visit 
important libraries and make recommenda- 
tions to the board administering the Indemnity 
Fund. 

The money for the expenses of the A.L.A. 
delegate is being collected by a committee 
organized by Miss Wood. The committee 
is headed by Mrs. Frederic Cunningham of 
Brookline and includes the following mem- 
bers: Senator George Wharton Pepper, Sen- 
ator William Cabell Bruce, Bishop Charles 
H. Brent, Bishop William Lawrence, E. H. 
Anderson, R. R. Bowker, Archibald Cary 
Coolidge. 

The Indemnity Fund is to be administered 
by the newly organized China Foundation 
for the Promotion of Education and Culture. 
Ten Chinese and five Americans have been 
appointed trustees of this Foundation. 


The A.L.A. has recently been represented 
by officers or members of the headquarters 
staff at the following state library meetings: 
Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Nebraska, New 
York, Ohio, Rhode Island, Vermont, and 
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Virginia; and at the meeting of the South 
Eastern Library Association. 


George F. Bowerman represented the 
A.L.A. at the fourth annual convention of 
the American Red Cross, October 6-9, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Julia Wright Merrill and Mary N. Baker 
of the Ohio State Library represented the 
A.L.A. at the American Country Life Con- 
ference at Columbus, Ohio, in November. 


The following people were appointed off- 
cial delegates from the A.L.A. to the meeting 
of the International Institute of Bibliography 
at Geneva, Switzerland, September 8: W.

Della L. Whittemore, a graduate of the 
Pittsburgh Library School, and recently in 
high school library work, is office librarian 
at A.L.A. Headquarters. 


The complete report of the Saratoga 
Springs meeting of the Professional Train- 
ing Section, and the report of the Committee 
on Training Class Standards presented at the 
Saratoga meeting are on file for reference 
at A.L.A. Headquarters. 


Mr. Roden reports satisfactory progress 
on the book selection textbook. Asa Wyn- 
koop, state inspector of public libraries, State 
Education Department, Albany, N. Y., has 
accepted the invitation of the A.L.A. Editorial 
Committee to prepare a textbook on the 
American public library movement. He hopes 
to have it ready for publication as an anni- 
versary volume in 1926. John Adams Lowe, 
assistant librarian Brooklyn Public Library, 
has agreed to write a textbook on general 
library administration. Isadore G. Mudge has 
been assembling material for a book on ref- 
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erence work which she hopes to have ready 
for publication some time within the next 
year or two. 


The Proceedings and the Handbook should 
be ready for distribution within the next two 
or three weeks. 


Viewpoints in modern drama, by F. K. W. 
Drury, is about to go to the printer. This 
will be nearly twice as large as the other 
numbers of the Viewpoint series. Mr. Drury 
describes and characterizes 367 modern 
dramas and gives acting facts on each. He 
also includes annotated lists on the modern 
drama and analyzes collections of plays. 


County library service, a book by Harriet 
C. Long of the Wisconsin Free Library Com- 
mission, is nearly ready for the printer. 


M. C. Nielsen has joined the A.L.A. Head- 
quarters staff as disbursing officer and ac- 
countant. 


Boys and girls and books is a film (of 
“still” pictures) prepared with the co-opera- 
tion of the A.L.A. and produced and distrib- 
uted by the Bray Screen Products, Inc. In 
a series of 64 pictures and “titles” it drama- 
tizes the part books can play in the life of 
boys and girls in answering their questions, 
satisfying their love of romance and adven- 
ture, stimulating their imaginations, develop- 
ing citizenship.

BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR 
LIBRARIANSHIP 


At the second regular meeting of the Board 
of Education for Librarianship held at Chi- 
cago, September 4-5, 1924, Adam Strohm was 
elected chairman for the year. Ballots drawn 
to fix terms of service resulted as follows: 
Member for one year, Malcolm G. Wyer; 
member for two years, Harrison W. Craver; 
member for three years, Elizabeth M. Smith; 
member for four years, Adam Strohm; mem- 
ber for five years, Andrew Keogh. 


The staff members are Sarah C. N. Bogle, 
secretary ; Harriet E. Howe, executive assist- 
ant; Alice L. Jewett, general assistant, and 
Hazel B. Timmerman, assistant. 


Ten library schools have been visited by 
members of the Board of Education for Li- 
brarianship during October and November: 
Western Reserve University School of Li- 
brary Science, University of Buffalo Library 
Science Department, Syracuse University Li- 
brary School, New York State Library 
School, Simmons College School of Library 
Science, Library School New York Public 
Library, Pratt Institute School of Library 
Science, Drexel Institute School of Library 
Science, Carnegie Library School, Pittsburgh, 


University of Illinois Library School. Visits 
to the Library School of the Carnegie Li- 
brary of Atlanta and the Library School of 
the University of Wisconsin will be made as 
soon as possible. 

At the request of two A.L.A. Committees, 
Library Training and National Certification 
and Training, the Council has discontinued 
these Committees and has assigned their du- 
ties to the Board of Education for Librarian- 
ship. 

The proposal of the Education Committee 
that it appoint a small sub-committee to con- 
fer with the Board in regard to certain defin- 
ite problems has been accepted and the sugges- 
tion has been passed on to other committees 
whose problems are related to the work of 
the Board. 

The Board has appointed Malcolm G. Wyer 
chairman of a Sub-committee on Training 
Class Problems as a preliminary to the more 
intensive study to be made during 1925-26. 
The committee members will be chosen from 
those in the profession at large who are par- 
ticularly interested in this phase of work. 

Efforts are being made to establish channels 
for helpful communication between the Board 
and societies affiliated with the A.L.A. and 
other bodies having interest in education for 
librarianship. 

The Association of American Library 
Schools has transmitted to the Board of Edu- 
cation for Librarianship the following resolu- 
tion: 


Whereas, The report of the Temporary Li- 
brary Training Board, recently adopted by the 
Council of the American Library Associa- 
tion, recommended the creation of a Board 
of Education for Librarianship, which Board 
should “Establish close relations with other 
bodies having similar purposes,” and 

Whereas, The Association of American Li- 
brary Schools has for its purpose promoting 
the development of education for librarianship 
through library schools, 

Resolved, That the Association of American 
Library Schools convey to the newly created 
Board of Education for Librarianship its sin- 
cere desire to co-operate in every way to 
promote their common purpose. 
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A manifest interest on the part of members 
of the profession in a job analysis of library 
work has directed the attention of the Board 
to an investigation of the possibilities of 
such a study and of the advantages to be 
gained through it for the present and future 
work of the Board. The visits to the eastern 
library schools afforded an opportunity for 
conferences on this subject with various edu- 
cators, notably Dr. Samuel P. Capen, chan- 
cellor of the University of Buffalo, Dr. John 
M. Brewer, director of the Bureau of Voca- 
tional Guidance of Harvard University, Dr. 
William F. Russell of Columbia University, 
A.L.A. educational adviser, and Dr. W. W. 
Charters of the University of Pittsburgh. 
As a result of these conferences the Board is 
convinced that the idea of a job analysis for 
library work is sound and that the time is 
opportune for the undertaking of such a 
project. This study would have definite bear- 
ings upon textbooks and curricula for library 
schools and hence is of vital interest to the 
Board of Education for Librarianship. 

A meeting of a few university librarians 
in Chicago afforded an opportunity on No- 
vember 12 for an informal conference on 
the graduate library school project. The 
Board of Education for Librarianship was 
represented by Andrew Keogh, Adam Strohm, 
and Harriet E. Howe. Carl H. Milam also 
was present. William W. Bishop of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, Sydney B. Mitchell of 
the University of California, and Azariah S. 
Root of Oberlin College gave valuable sug- 
gestions and criticisms on the plans being 
developed. 


ADULT EDUCATION COMMISSION 


The Commission on the Library and Adult 
Education held meetings in Chicago October 
20 and 21. All members were present together 
with the President of the Association. 

The following outline was approved as a 
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basis for the study which the Commission is 
now undertaking: 


I, 


1. The nature and extent of the demand 
for adult education. 

2. Principles underlying the diffusion and 
acquisition of knowledge. 

3. Adult education enterprises. For ex- 
ample: University extension, workers’ edu- 
cation, lectures. 

4. American libraries. 

5. The mission of the free library. 

6. The use of print in the diffusion of 
knowledge. 

7. Teaching of reading habits. 


II. 


1. Library information service regarding 
adult education opportunities. 
2. The assistance libraries may render to 
other adult education agencies. 
3. Direct service of libraries in adult edu- 
cation : 
a. Readers’ advisers. 
b. Reading courses. 
c. Co-operation of specialists. 
d. Reaching boys and girls out of school. 


The arrangement should not be taken to 
mean that the section studies will be made 
consecutively. Each principal topic has been 
assigned to some member of the Commission. 
In general the executive assistant will be re- 
sponsible for assembling information on each 
topic, for preparing the preliminary statement 
about it. He will consult freely with the 
Commission representative of this topic and 
will later submit the joint report to all the 
members of the Commission. 

The study of the topics under “I” will be 
from secondary sources for the most part. 
The topics under “II” will be studied from 
every available source. 


The Commission is inaugurating a series of 
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bulletins to keep librarians and the public in- 
formed of the aim, progress and findings of 
the Commission, to serve as a means of solicit- 
ing and circulating information about what 


libraries are doing in adult education and ex- 
pressions of opinion from librarians and others 
which will be helpful in promoting better 
library service.

GERMAN BOOK EXHIBIT 


A remarkable collection of German books, 
art, and music of the past ten years is on 
its way to the United States for exhibition 
in Chicago during and after the mid-winter 
meetings, according to the statement of 
Theodore W. Koch, chairman of the com- 
mittee sponsoring the project: 

“In the course of the present year, on the 
occasion of his two visits to Chicago, Dr. 
Schuler of Berlin laid before various librar- 
ians and others a plan for an exhibition of 
German books, prints and music, to be held 
in January, 1925 at the time of the A. L. A. 
mid-winter meeting. A small group of Ger- 
mans, resident in Chicago and St. Paul, sub- 
scribed the sum of $500 which was put at 
the disposal of the German Consul General 
at Chicago to further the project. 

“At an informal meeting at which were 
present the German Consul General, officials 
of the Chicago Public Library, the John 
Crerar Library, the Newberry Library, the 
Northwestern University Library, the A. L. 


A. and representatives of the book trade, the 
formation of a committee of patrons was 
agreed upon. Theodore W. Koch was elected 
chairman. The Consul was instructed to cable 
the promoters of the proposed exhibit that 
the librarians were not interested in the 
venture if it were simply a means of starting 
a new importing house and that they would 
insist upon their right to place orders for 
books with their regular agents if they cared 
to do so. 


“Space amounting to over 3,000 square feet 
has been rented on the third floor of the new 
Burnham Building, 160 North LaSalle street, 
which is one block west of the Hotel Sher- 
man where the mid-winter meetings will be 
held. 

“Shipments of books were to go forward 
from Bremen on November 25 and Decem- 
ber 3. Cable dispatches gave the number of 


books to be sent as in the neighborhood of 
10,000 volumes.”

“Footlight and Lamplight,” conducted by 
Oliver Sayler, is a feature of the new radio 
station at Gimbel’s New York store, WGBS, 
broadcasting book and theatrical news every 
Thursday evening from 8:30 to 9:00. 

Through the “Air College,” WJZ, every 
week-day evening, educational courses are 
being given by the faculty of New York Uni- 
versity and include such subjects as economics, 
geology, biology and English. 
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HE Report of the president and of the 
treasurer of the Carnegie Corporation 
of New York lists appropriations to the A.L.A. 
of $48,500 for the year ended September 30, 
1924, and $115,600 for the year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1925—a total of $164,100. Since 
the report was prepared another grant of 
$30,000 has been voted, $15,000 for 1924-25, 
and $15,000 for 1925-26. 
These appropriations are an evidence of 
faith in our Association. Whether that faith 
is to be justified will be determined by the 


results of the surveys, studies, and publica- 





tions which the appropriations make possible. 
Between 35 and 40 members of the library 
profession in the United States and Canada 
are directly responsible for the special work. 
Indirectly, but none the less certainly, the re- 
sults will depend upon the attitude, interest, 
and help of the whole profession. 


, } \HE large gifts received during the last 
year are all being used for special pur- 
poses. The work which the membership dues 


have made possible in the past must still be 
carried in the same way. There have never 
been so many good reasons for joining the 
A.L.A. as now, and never has the need for a 
large membership been so great. Shall we not 
all join with the Membership Committee in 


working for the goal of “10,000 Members by 
1926” ? 


N editorial in the Chicago Herald Ex- 
A aminer for November 16, drops the 
reader by picture and word into a deep forest, 
startles him with the sight of a fearsome 
gorilla engrossed in a book, big and leather- 
bound and important enough looking to be a 
cyclopedia, interests him with the words, 
“Isn't it more respectable to be a first-class 
gorilla totally ignorant, with the excuse of 
being unable to read . . rather than a hu- 
man content to remain ignorant”—and then 
brings him out on ground strangely familiar 
to us with the words, “Read Good Books.” 

The chief interest to the librarian in all 
this lies in the fact that in the heart of this 
full-page picture and story with its powerful 
appeal to the masses to read good books, the 
writer urges them to go to the library and 
get personal advice in reading from the li- 
brarian. 

To the general public the editorial is an 
invitation to read, repeated in a dozen read- 
able ways, with a brief list of books as a 
starter; to the librarian it is a challenge to 
give such service that the suggestion, “Go to 
the library” does not sound like an invitation 
to “go to the edge of the ocean and drink it.” 


PROMISING experiment in adult 
A education is being made in Indian- 
apolis. Although the “out-of-school” service 
of the Indianapolis Public Library, designed 
for anyone whose education is incomplete, has 


been in operation for only a few months it 


has successfully met a large number of varied 
demands. 
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The service which is in charge of Miss 
Katherine Bailey provides special reading 
courses for both individuals and classes upon 
request. Special efforts have been made to 
co-ordinate the work of the library with that 
of night schools and other informal educa- 
tional agencies, and a directory of these agen- 
cies with the hours of meeting and subjects 
of study has been prepared by the “out-of- 
school service” for that purpose. 

The term, “incomplete education” is elastic 
enough to suggest infinite possibilities of de- 
velopment for this department, and already 
among the students served may be listed a 
young foreigner who is following a course 
on “better speech,” a college graduate inter- 
ested in business administration, a girl who 
sells draperies pursuing a course on textiles, 
and a secretary who is studying composition 
and rhetoric. This list is only an indication 
of the work that is now being done by the 
“out-of-school” service and of the possibilities 
for its development in the future. 


HE South Philadelphia High School 

for Girls offers a striking example of 
how new teaching methods are bringing the 
library into the position of the pivot around 
which all school activities revolve. “We are 
running our school on the Dalton plan this 
year and these are strenuous days for us all,” 
writes the school librarian. 

“There are no recitations and each pupil 
is given a contract to fulfill in a limited time. 
This means of course a great deal of refer- 
ence work in the library. When I came here 
last year the library was being used for al- 
most everything but a library. The Dalton 
plan has accomplished what would have taken 
me years to do. The pupils are using the 
library for real work and using it intelligently. 
On the strength of the increased use I was 
able to get a trained assistant and even with 
her help we do little else than the reference 


work for we have over 2,000 pupils in the 
school.” 

The number of readers in this high school 
library increased from 3,753 during Septem- 
ber and October 1923 to 17,787 for the same 
period in 1924, 


HE steady growth of the A. L. A. place- 
ment service bears witness to the need 
for a centralized employment office for the 
profession. There are at present about 350 
registrants and 150 reported vacancies. The 
most frequent calls recently have been for 
catalogers, children’s librarians, school librar- 
ians, reference assistants, and librarians for 
small libraries, but the openings are by no 
means limited to these branches of work. 
The successful conduct of any employment 
service depends largely upon up-to-date rec- 
ords. Registrants and employing librarians 
should, therefore, report promptly appoint- 
ments to positions and changes.of address. It 
is embarrassing for all concerned when a 
recommendation made in good faith is rendered 
valueless because a registrant has accepted a 
new position, or a library has filled its va- 
cancy without notifying us. The office is now 
forced to rely largely upon indirect sources of 
information. By a checking of two recent 
issues of the library periodicals, information 
concerning some 50 appointments which should 
have been sent directly to this office, was for 
the first time made available for the records. 
It cannot be too strongly emphasized that a 
greater degree of co-operation with the office 
is essential to the efficiency of the A. L. A. 
employment service.

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HE Library Survey questionnaire was 

mailed to public and college libraries 
about November 10. The director states that 
the response which it has met is most encour- 
aging. A considerable number of replies have 
already been received, and many letters have 
been received expressing willingness to co- 
operate, and signifying that the librarians are 


earnestly at work supplying the information 
desired. 


S indicated on its title page the Index to 
A illustrations published this year was is- 
sued as a preliminary edition which we hope 
will some day be an extensive and valuable 
compendium. Comments from librarians indi- 
cate that the preliminary edition, slim as it is, 
is justified by its usefulness. We will wel- 
come from librarians expressions of opinion 
as to the scope and inclusion of the /ndex 
when enlarged—that is, whether it should em- 
phasize pictures of common things or should 
include a large proportion of references to 
works of art. We call particularly on li- 
brarians to furnish us with addenda for the 
Index. For your convenience alternate pages 
were left blank. We hope that you will send 
in to the A. L. A. when a call is issued through 
the Bulletin, the entries you have added. If 
they could be entered on cards or slips it would 
be a great advantage in this office. 


R. WILLIAM S. LEARNED, the 
D author of The American public library 
and the diffusion of knowledge, is an experi- 
enced educational investigator. There is no 
reason to assume that he was especially well 
informed about library practice and library 
ideals before he began his study. Yet, after 
an investigation of a few months, he has set 
forth the ideals and possibilities of the library 
movement more convincingly than they have 
ever been set forth by librarians themselves. 
His belief in the public library as an agency 
for adult education will challenge every li- 
brarian and library trustee, and his brief ac- 


counts of interesting new experiments in many 
libraries go far to prove that some day his 
vision may become a reality. How far distant 
that day of realization is to be will depend 
largely on librarians and trustees themselves. 


HAT a free community book exchange 
T is destined to be transformed into an 
active intelligence center through the addi- 
tion of a competent staff of scholars trained 
in fitting books to human needs, is an idea 
as dimly perceived today as was the free 
library itself seventy-five years ago. Never- 
theless, could the new features that have just 
been described be combined in one city, the 
result would be an institution of astonishing 
power,—a 
bringing intelligence systematically and 
persuasively to bear on all adult affairs. If 
duplicated from city to city and organized on 
a regional or county basis for rural and 
semi-urban districts, it would immediately 
take its place as the chief instrument of our 
common intellectual and cultural progress. 
The true educational establishment of a town 
or city would in that case center in the pub- 
lic intelligence organization with its many 
branches whereby needful information would 
be marshalled primarily for adult use. The 
elementary and secondary schools would be 
the subsidiary feeders for the greater institu- 
tion, serving the special needs of the young 
citizen, and training him for progressive self- 
education in the larger environment.”—William 
S. Learned, The American public library and 
the diffusion of knowledge.

SALARY STATISTICS 


LARGE AND MEDIUM-SIZED PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


The A. L. A. Committee on Salaries pre- 
sents the following tables of (1) Salary Sta- 
tistics of Large Public Libraries and (2) Sal- 
ary Statistics of Medium-Sized Public Libra- 
ries. This is the third year in which statistics 
of this kind have been published in the Bul- 
letin, the last compilations having appeared in 
the November 1923 and the January 1924 num- 


bers respectively. 

The list of large public libraries is the same 
as in 1923, but medium-sized libraries have 
been increased from 27 to 32. Of the large 
public libraries 6 of the 32 show no changes 
in their schedules. The changes in minimums 
and maximums for positions under headings 
used are indicated by the following tabulation:

It is interesting to note that the number of 
increases in maximums (72) exceeds the in- 
creases in minimums (47) by over 50 per cent. 
The number of increases far exceeds decreases 
in either minimums or maximums. On the 
whole the table shows an encouraging, though 
not a great, improvement in salaries over last 
year’s compilation. 

Salaries as shown are supposed to be actual 
minimums and maximums now being paid and 
not merely schedules. Jt should be noted that 
in a number of libraries on this list salary 
schedules have been adopted which provide for 
maximum salaries above those shown here. 
Maximums in these libraries have not as yet 
been reached but will be as increases are made 
according to schedules. All positions listed, 
with the exception of junior assistants, are 
presumably for employees with library train- 
ing or sufficient years of experience as an 
equivalent. In such a comparison of salaries 
necessarily there are certain inconsistencies 
due to varying requirements in different libra- 
ries. In the questionnaire sent to librarians 
an attempt was made so to define positions 
that comparisons might be approximately 
correct. 

Librarians when making use of the salary 
statistics given here should carefully take note 
of the definitions of the following positions, 
such definitions having been used in the ques- 
tionnaire sent out: 


Children’s Librarians: Only those should 


Cataloguers: Under this head should be 
included only those fitted for and actually 
doing expert cataloging and not including 
typists or others doing clerical or routine work 
in the catalog department. Head of catalog 
department should not be included here, but 
only under “Department Heads.” 

Library Assistants: A minimum of six 
months training or such a number of years 
successful experience as actually would be 
equal to such training. This would not mean 
that all assistants without training but with 
a number of years experience should be in- 
cluded in this class,—only those holding posi- 
tions of equal standing and importance with 
those having had training. 


Junior Library Assistants: Sub-professional. 
The incumbents of this grade perform under 
supervision prescribed details of simple rou- 
tine library work. Many have had brief ele- 
mentary training or have qualified through 
satisfactory substitute or other experience for 
this class. No assistants without high school 
preparation should be included. 

The compilation of salary statistics of me- 
dium-sized libraries has been done by Louis 
J. Bailey, of the Committee, those of large 
public libraries by the chairman. 

A revision of the salary statistics of uni- 
versity and college libraries is being compiled 
by Sydney B. Mitchell, and salary statistics 
of a selected group of state teachers’ colleges 
and normal school libraries will be compiled 
during the year by Mary J. Booth, both of 
the Salaries Committee.

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FACTS FOR TRUSTEES 


T is now generally recognized that there 
I is no fundamental distinction between the 
responsibilities of universities supported pri- 
marily by public taxation and those of institu- 
tions supported primarily by private endow- 
ment—both are public institutions. It must 
also be recognized that educational endow- 
ments such as the Carnegie Corporation are 
essentially public and not private enterprises. 
Grants made by them are matters of public 
concern and, other things being equal, they 
should involve the largest possible degree of 
public participation in what is recognized on 
all sides to be a _ co-operative enterprise.” 
—Report of the president and of the treasurer, 
Carnegie Corporation of New York. 


S a sequel to the comment recently made 
A in this column on the liberal provision 
made by the Boston Athenaeum for the Euro- 
pean tour taken by numerous members of its 
staff last autumn, the Librarian [of the Boston 
Transcript, here quoted] has been interested 
te learn of the kindred provision made by the 
public library of Grand Rapids, Mich., for 
foreign travel and special study on the part 
of its employees. Mr. Samuel H. Ranck, the 
Grand Rapids librarian, regards the plan 
adopted for this purpose last June by the 
trustees of his institution as the most impor- 
tant regulation ever passed by the board with 
regard to the staff. 

“The provision is that senior assistants, 
chiefs of departments and the librarian, who 
have been in the service of the library not 
less than five years, may receive once in every 
five years a leave of absence for three months 
with pay, in addition to their annual vacation, 
for travel outside of the United States, or for 
study working for credits as regular reg- 
istered students at any standard college, uni- 
versity or library school, or for scholarly re- 
search or study likely to be of use to the li- 


brary. Not more than two persons may be 
absent at any one time under this rule. Per- 
sons who have had the benefit of an extra 
leave under this regulation are to submit to 
the librarian, or the library board, a written 
report of their work, or observations in travel, 
together with records or reports from the 
school or college they attended, within two 
months after their return. 

“Progress should be made in_ libraries 
throughout the country toward the establish- 
ment of such “sabbatical” grants to librarians. 
The practice of allowing a year’s leave of 
absence with full pay to the members of col- 
lege and university faculties has been of great 
advantage in the teaching world. It should 
be of no less value in the library world.” 
—Boston Transcript, October 29, 1924. 


X-GOVERNOR McCray of Indiana, 
iy now in the U. S. penitentiary, Atlanta, 
Georgia, has been appointed editor of the 
prison magazine Good Words, his first assign- 
ment having been that of library clerk. 


IBRARIES, like all other community in- 
L stitutions, have still before them a vast 
area of experimentation in connection with the 
always-changing problem of control, manage- 
ment, direction. Who, in the average commu- 
nity sits on the library board and determines 
what the library’s policies are to be? Fre- 
quently such boards are constructed merely 
out of names on paper; like many other 
cherished but discarded remnants of Democ- 
racy, members of the boards are elected to sat- 
isfy a tradition but are wholly non-functional. 
Occasionally they rise into dynamic activity 
over such weighty questions as censored and 
forbidden books but otherwise one hears and 
sees them not. Library boards will not, as has 
been unmistakably demonstrated in other 
spheres, function constructively unless (a) they 
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actually represent the community’s intellectual 
interests, and (b) they are allowed to deal 
with vital problems. In a modern community, 
particularly if it participates in the intellectual 
currents of the present, there will be alert, in- 
telligent and purposeful men and women of 
the laboring classes who deserve and should 
have representation on all boards which direct 
educational policies. Those who dislike to 
admit the existence of classes in the United 
States frequently say that members of ap- 
parently antagonistic groups would soon over- 
come their feelings of antagonism if they 
could but meet together in the discussion of 
common problems. Persons of such faith 
should be eager then to insist that community 
affairs be directed by boards where such inter- 
mingling may take place.”—E. C. Lindeman, 
at the South Eastern Library meeting.

At the joint meeting of the Indiana Library 
Association and the Indiana Library Trustees 
Association in Indianapolis in November, the 
$500.00 scholarship fund, begun a year ago 
for the Paris Library School, was completed. 
The money is to enable a French or Belgian 
student, who could not otherwise do so, to at- 
tend the Paris Library School. Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Claypool Earl, president of the Indiana 
Library Commission, first proposed the plan 
at the 1923 meeting in response to an address 
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by Sarah C. N. Bogle, and made an initial 
pledge of $100.00. 

On presenting her check in completion of 
the fund, Mrs. Earl suggested that the $500.00 
pledge be renewed for the coming year, and 
pledged personally another $100.00. Both the 
Indiana Library Association and the Indiana 
Library Trustees Association have endorsed 
the raising of the second $500.00 scholarship 
fund, and several contributions have been re- 
ceived toward it. 


The A.L.A. Catalog Section at Saratoga 
Springs voted to revise and complete the di- 
rectory of catalogers and classifiers now filed 
at A.L.A. Headquarters.

National Drama Week 1925 will be held 
January 25-30. The Portland Public Library, 
in a city which has no local drama league, 
considers drama week one of its most valuable 
opportunities for profitable and stimulating 
contact with its community. 


Its observance 
includes the circulating of short lists of plays, 


a display of pictures and programs showing 
art and community theatres in various cities, 
and the presentation of a number of plays and 
dramatic readings by children, high school, 
and adult groups. 

Viewpoints in modern drama, by F. K. W. 
Drury, now in press, will probably be ready 
in January. Price to be announced. 

Plays for children, by Alice I. Hazeltine
